Now these noisy 
animals have their own quarter, where 
they are sold, and — no longer by 
their squeals disturb the public 
peace. 


FREIGHTING ON THE HILL. 


Fruit and Vegetabies Constitute 
the Bulk of the Trafiic. 


The Truckee Republican says the 
freight traffic is now heavier than 
was ever known on the road. The 


eastbound freight is immense. Freight 
and vegetables tonstitute the bulk of 
the traffic. 

On the Sacramento division it takes 
twenty-eight crews to handle the bus- 
iness, and they are worked pretty 
bard. On the Truckee division the 
situation is deplorable. Here five 
freight crews have to do all the work, 
there haviug been no increase of furce 
since the rush commenced. These 
five crews have torun night and day, 
and the only sleep the poor train 
hands can get is when they are ‘‘dead- 
heading’ from Wadsworth to Trackee. 
It is questionable economy to make 
the men work this way.

In 1870 the most remarkable prisoner 
ever lodged in that institution was 
brought id from White Pine county, 
one Thomas Fiyon. By figuring the 
number of years he was sentenced it 
will be found that at the rate he was 
going a man may be sentenced tu more 
than life. In 1870 he was sentenced 


to five years for grand larceny, then 
two years for attempt to rape, and 
nine years for burglary, after which 
he was sentenced toone year for ene 
breaking, ten years for prison break- 
ing, a finally wound ap by killing 
u fellow prisoner and receiving a life 
sentence. He was on July 
9, 1889. 

During the time since the opening 
of the prison, thirty m have 
received iife sentence and twenty-eight 
for shorter terms.
